And as moſt of theſe, when this Society was firſt form- 
ed, lived in or near Lendon, they were then, and 
until A. D. 1727, called RESIDING Members, 
The latter are ſuch Perſons in Great Britain and 
Treland, and other Proteſtant Countries, as are 
choſen to correſpond with the Society, on purpoſe 
to acquaint them with the State of Religion in 


their Neighbourhood ; to ſuggeſt ſuch Methods of 


doing Good as occur to them; to diſtribute Bibles, 
with ſuch religious, as well as uſeful Books, as ſhall 
be approved of, and recommended by the Society ; 
and to remit any occaſional Benefactions, which 
they are pleaſed to contribute themſelves, or collect 
from well diſpoſed Chriſtians. 

Bu T for the better underſtanding the Nature and 
Deſigns of this Society, it is thought convenient to 
premiſe a ſhort Narrative of its Riſe and Progreſs. 
Alt was about the latter End of the Year 1698, 


The Original when a few Gentlemen formed themſelves into a Vo- 
me SHY Juntary Soctety : and as ſuch, they with Unanimity 
and Zeal went on together in promoting the real and 
practical Knowledge of true Religion, by ſuch Me- 
thods as appear'd to them, from time to time, to be 
moſt conducive to that End, till towards the at 
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cluſion of the Year 1701; when, at their Inſtance, 1701. 
a Charter was obtained from King WILLIAM III. 

whereby all the then Subſcribing Members of this 

Society, with other Perſons of Diſtinction in Church 

and State, were Incorporated for the better carrying of the 7rcor-

ſtill continued to carry on, in that Capacity, their D 
more extenſive Deſigns for advancing the Honour of tinue as a Ve. 
G OD, and the Good of Mankind, by promoting t Seciety. 
Chriſtian Knowledge, both at Home and in other 
Parts of the World, by the beſt Methods that ſhould 


offer. They are therefore a Society diſtin& from 
that Corporation, and are known by the Name of the 


Society foꝛ Pzomoting Chziſtian Knowledge. 

HEIR principal Methods were the ſame as they 
had been before. The IRST was to procure and 
encourage the erecting of CHARITY-SCHOOLS in all Charity- 


Parts of the Kingdom: and, that thoſe Schools might Schools 


anſwer the true Purpoſes for which they were erect- 
ed, the Society have not been wanting (in their Corre- 
ſpondence with ſuch of their Members as have been 
concern'd in the Support and Management thereof) 
to recommend at all Times that, together with Reli- 
gious and Uſeful Inſtruction, Care ſhould be taken, 
and all proper Means uſed to inure the Children of

the Poor to Induſtry and Labour, that ſo they may 
become good Chriſtians, loyal and uſeful Subjects, 
and be willing, as well as fit to be employ'd, not on- 
ly in Trades or Services, but alſo in Huſbandry, Navi- 
gation, or any other Buſineſs that ſhall be thought 
of moſt Uſe and Benefit to the Publick. With theſe 
Views the Society printed and diſperſed ſuch a Set 
of Rules for the good Order and Government of 
theſe Schools as had been approved of by the Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops, who directed that the ſame 
ſhould be obſerved within their reſpective Dioceſes. 
But what Care they have taken, and what they have 
done in theſe Particulars, will appear from Ne II. in 
the Appendix. | 7 

ANOTHER Method was to diſperſe, both at Home 
and Abroad, Bibles, Prayer- Books, and divers Sorts 
of Religious Tracts: and accordingly they have, by 
the Aſſiſtance of their Members, diſperſed an in- 
credible Number of them, in ſuch a Manner as 
they have Reaſon to hope has tended to the great 
Increaſe of the Knowledge and Practice of our hol 
Religion. Theſe Books and Tracts (of which there 
is a Catalogue in the Appendix, Nv III.) are to be had 
by their own Members on the Terms there ſet down. 

THESE are the General Deſigns of this Society : 
and they have hitherto been enabled, by their own 
Annual Subſcriptions, and the Legacies or other ca- 
{ual Benefactions of well diſpoſed Perſons, to raiſe a 
Fund ſufficient to carry them on ſucceſsfully from 
year to year at a very conſiderable Expence : and 
they ſtill truſt to the Bleſſing of GOD, and the 
Zeal of their Members, that ſuch good Works will 
never fail to flouriſh and abound for lack of Liberal 
Supplies from Charitable Chriſtians.

BESsI DFH theſe General Deſigns, the Society under- 
took in the Year 17 10 the Management of ſuch Cha- 
rities as were or ſhould be put into their Hands for 1710. 
the Support and Enlargement of the PROTESTANT fon 
M1ss10w, then maintained by the King of Denmark Fa: d, * 
at Trangquebar in the EaAsr-Ixpixs, for the Conver- Trangquetar. 
fion of the Heathen in thoſe Parts. Accordingly they, 
from time to time, aſſiſted the Miffionaries there 
wich Money, a. Printing Prefs, Paper, and other Ne- 
ceſſaries, (as they were enabled) till rhe Year 17283 
when, upon à Propoſal made by the Reverend Mr 
Schultz, one of the Daniſh Miſſionaries, to remove 
to Fort St George, and there begin a new Miſhon; 1728, 
for the Con verſion of the Heathen at Madras, the At Madras 
Society engaged for the Support af the ſame, though 
at an Expence that did then Laar exceed their Abili- 
ty, truſting: to the Gobdiſeſs and Bleſſing of Almigh- 
ty GOD; which Expence has been ſince greatly in- 
el by an Addition of Miſſionaries, as well as the 173. 
Enlargement of the Miſſion to Cudulore near Fort St at Cduere. 
David, another Eoglich Settlement; by the Erection 1758. 
of a Miſſion and a School at Calcutta in Bengal, at Calcutta. 
for the Inſtruction of Children in Writing, Reading, 
and the Principles of Chriſtianity; and lately by the 1766. 
Eſtabliſhment of another Miſſion at Tirut/chinapally, Tiruſchina- 
the Capital of the Kingdom of Madura, an inland 7% 
Country in Eaſt India. However, the Society chear- 
fully rely upon the ſame Wiſe and Gracious Provi- 
dence, which has hitherto wonderfully bleſſed: this,

1720. In the Year 1720, the Society extended their Re- 
gard to the Greek Church in Paleſtine, Syria, Meſopo- 
tamia, Arabia, and Egypt. To this End they pub- 
liſhed Propoſals for Printing here, with a new Set 
New e- of Types, the New Teſtament and P/ſalter, in Ara- 
—_ bick : and were enabled, by the Bleſſing of Go p, on 
chiſm, and the Recommendation of the Biſhops, joined to the 
Abriagment , Charity and Zeal of their own Members, to procure 
_ 775 Y an Edition of above 6000 Pſalters, and T0000 Teſa- 
printed in ments, as alſo of 5000 Catechetical Inſtructions, with 
Alabict. an Abridgment of the Hiſtory of the Bible annexed, 
at ſo large an Expence as the Sum of 2976 /. 15. 644.; 
to which His late Majeſty King Georgel. was a bountiful 
Contributor, by agracious Benefaction of Five Hun- 
dred Pounds. 5898 Pſalters, 4246 New Teſtaments, and 
2248 Catechetical Inſtructions, with the Abridgment 
aforeſaid, have been already ſent to thoſe Parts, 
into Per ia by means of their Correſpondents in Ra 
fia, or into India through the Hands of their Miſ- 
ſionaries; and the reſt are reſerved to be ſent as Oc-

Proſecution of ſo uſeful a Deſign) did in the Year 
1725 cauſe a Collection of the beſt Accounts of ſuch 
Moꝛk⸗pouſes to be publiſned; which was reprint- 
ed with very large Additions, in 17333 in order 
to recommend and forward, throughout the 
Kingdom, the Execution of the ſame Scheme, 
wherein a particular Regard ought always to be had 
to ſuch an Education of poor Children, as may, by 
bringing them up in the Faith, Knowledge, and Obe- 
dience of the Goſpel, prove, through the Grace of

Men, and uſeful to their Country, as well as trul 
happy in the Life that now is, and in that which is 
to come. 

In the Beginning of the Year 1732, the Society, 
when they heard the melancholy Account of the 
Sufferings of the Proteſtants in Sa/fzburg, having 
firſt obtained His Majeſty's Leave, reſolved upon do-

ing all that lay in their Power to raiſe Collections Sa/1z4urg 
for theit 2 Brethren. To this End, in Exiles reliev.

the Sufferings of the perſecuted Proteſtants in the 
Archbiſhoprick of Saltzburg, &c. and afterwards pub- 
liſhed A further Account of their Sufferings, &c. 
with an Extract of the 1 of M. Von Reck, 
the Commiſſary of the firſt Tranſport of Saltzburgers 
to Georgia, and of the Miniſters that accompanied 
them thither, 1733. Theſe Accounts, being enforced 
by the generous Example of many Noble and Ho- 
nourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Contributions, 
and earneſt Exhortations from the Right Reverend 
the Biſhops, and their Clergy, had, through God's 
Bleſſing, ſo good an Effect upon the Minds of cha- 
ritable and well diſpoſed Chriſtians of every NE

ame Year, they publiſhed An Account —

and Denomination, that the Society, beſides making 
many large Remittances to Germany, were ena- 
bled to ſend over to the Engliſh Colony in Georgia 
in the Years 1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four 
Tranſports, conſiſting of more than two Hundred 
Proteſtant Emigrants, chiefly Saltburgers; who, 
with two Miſſionaries and a Schoolmaſter, ſet- 
tled by themſelves at Ebenezer upon ſuch Lands as 
were aſſigned to them by the Truſtees for Eſtabliſh- 
ing the ſaid Colony. | 

THe great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary. Charges that were neceſſary 
for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement, together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary 
for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, had 
fo far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 
of the SociE T x's Deſigns, that they had nothing 
left ro anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 
cies, excepting 2500/, New South Sea Annuities, 
which had been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſhona- 
ries and Schoolmaſter. But the lowering of public 
Intereſt ſo affected the Society, that they knew not 
how to make good this Aunual Salary to the Miſ- 
ſionaries and Schoolmaſter, towards which they con- 
tinued to receive little or no Aſſiſtance. Being de- 
firous, however, that this good Work ſhould not fail 
for want of Support, they, out of the Money raiſed 
by the Annual Subſcriptions of their Members. and 
other Benefactions, purchaſed / 833 : 6 ::8 | New 
South Sea Annuities to be added to that Fund; 
truſting that the good Providence of Gop, which 


hath hitherto wonderfully bleſſed all their Endea- 
1 vours, 
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vours, will raiſe them up Benefactors to ſupply what 
may on this Account be wanting towards the ſeveral 
Branches of their charitable Deſigns.

new Edition of the Bible in the Welch Language,

Bible, 
with the Common Prayer, and Pſalms in Metre : the Welch 


and finiſhed it in 1748, by an Impreſſion of Fifteen Language. 


Thouſand Copies, which they diſperſed in the moſt 


prudent, uſeful and extenſive Manner they could. 
But ſuch was the Zeal and Thirſt of good Chriſtians 


throughout Wales for having the Holy Scriptures in 


that Language, wherein alone they could poſſibly 
read them; that this Impreſſion (large as it was) 
fell exceedingly ſhort of the univerſal Demand that 
was made for it. For which Reaſon the Society, 
from a compaſſionate and Chriſtian Regard to their 
Wants, put into the Preſs another Edition of the 
Bible, conſiſting of the ſame Number of Copies ; 
as likewiſe of Five Thouſand New Teſtaments, and 
as many Common Prayer Books in the ſame Language. 


This ſecond Edition alſo was, by the Bleſſing of Gop, 


happily finiſhed, and diſtributed, 

Tux Society likewiſe, at the earneſt Deſire of the Na- 
tives of Wales, lately undertook a Third Edition of the 
Old and the New Teftaments, in a large Octavo Size, 


with the Marginal References; and Twenty Thouſand 


Copies were printed, with a larger Letter than that 
which was uſed in the former Editions. The Charge

ſides ſinking all the Fund which they had in hand 


towards that Deſign, incurred a Debt of above Two.

Troſt for the Ix the Year 1752, the Society accepted a Truſt 
— ior from the Rev. Mr Hartſhorne, Rector of Broſely, 
1752. Salop, who, commiſerating the ſpiritual Wants of the 
Off- Iſlands of Scrlly, made them an Offer of 200 J. 
towards ſending a Deacon to Treſco, together with 
col. towards erecting a Library for his Uſe. But 
that Sum being inadequate to the Purpoſe, nothing 
Schools open- was done in this Buſineſs till the Year 1765, when, 
= 6 deviating a little from the original Plan, they opened 
705. Schools in each of the Off-flands, Senſible how- 
ever that this was. by no Means a ſufficient Proviſion 
for the religious Inſtruction of the Inhabitants, the 
Society have ſince reſumed the former Plan, and. laſt 
Year publiſhed an Account of the State of Religion 
Propoſals for in thoſe Iſlands, ſoliciting Subſcriptions to enable them 
1 to carry their pious and charitable Deſign into Execu- 
Iflands. tion, What Succeſs they have met with, and how

propeſel for In the Year 1763, the Society gave out Propoſals for 
Bible, , % in Printing Bibles, Common Prayers, and other Religious 
os Maris Books in the Vulgar Tongue of the Je of Mann :

BEHYHORE we conclude this general Account, it 
may not be improper to mention ſome very conſi- 
derable and ſtanding Benefactions to this Society.

South Sea Annuities, and 1200. in South Sea Stock ; 
the Intereſt of it only being from year to year ap- 
plied to ſuch Branches of their Deſigns as moſt 
need it. 

2. Tux ſecond is a free Gift in the Year 1734, by The Gifts of 
Mr Edwin Belke, a Gentleman of Kent, deceaſed ; "apy 
wha-left to the Society Ten Acres of Land in Romney tleman of 
Marſh in Kent, now let at 100. per Annum, free of all K. 
Taxes and other Deductions; and likewiſe 10507. New 1734. 
South Sea Annuities, towards defraying the Expence 
of diſtributing, gratis, Bibles, New Teſtaments, and 
other Religious Books, under the Inſpection of the 
Society. 

Tux ſame Gentleman did alſo, in the Year 1737, 1737. 
give the Society Eighty Pounds New South Sea An- 
nuities; the Dividends whereof are to be laid out 
from time to time (at the Direction of the Society) 
in Books for propagating the Chriſtian Religion in 
the Eaſt-Indies, or other Parts of the World. 
3. THE next is a Legacy of the Reverend Doctor Rev. Pr Car- 
Thomas Carter, formerly Vice-Provoſt of Eton, whoſe“ _ 
Executors (beſides the Payment of 436 /. 3s. 9:d. 174 
in Money) transferred to the Society 295 J. 55. 11 d. 
in New South Sea Annuiries, and 1104. in Bank 
Stock, The former of theſe Articles has been 
ſince made up 300 J. and the latter 200 J. for a

Uſes directed by the Teſtator's Will, particularly 
that of printing or publiſhing, in the Eaſtern Lan- 
guages, Bibles, Old and New Teſtaments, or what 
Part thereof the Society ſhall judge proper. 
4. THz fourth is a Legacy of Samuel Percivall, Eſq; 
of Pendarves in Cornwal, of loool. which was 
bequeathed to the Reverend Dr William Stackbouſe, 
and Mr James Dunn, in Truſt only and for the en- 
tire Benefit of promoting the Propagation of Chriſtian 
Knowledge in foreign Parts: Which Sum the ſaid 
Truſtees paid to the Society on the above mentioned 
Truſt; and they have appropriated it to the Support 
of the Proteſtant Miſſion in the Eaſt-Indies. 
5. The laſt is a generous Benefaction of 600). from 
an unknown Hand, which, according to the Direction 
of the Donor, has been laid out in the Purchaſe of 
700/, New South Sea Annuities, and added to the 
Fund for the Support of the Eaſt India Miſſion.

A Letter of Dr Ep ux Gisox, late Lord Biſhop of London, to the 
Clergy of his Dioceſe, dated Vhiteball, Apr. 3, 1740. 
GOOD BROTHER, | 
H E Decay of Piety and Religion, and the Increaſe of Sin and Vice, are 
ſo viſible in our Days, notwithſtanding the Endeavours of the Parochial 
Clergy to prevent them; that no additional Expedients ought to be omitted, 
which may help, in any Meaſure, to preſerve among our People a Senſe of 
Duty, and a Spirit of Devotion, | | 

O E of theſe Expedients is, the putting into their Hands, as Occaſion ſhall 
be found, ſome ſhort and plain Tracts upon Religious Subjects; ſuch as being 
ſhort, they are like to read, or may eaſily procure to be read to them; and be- 
ing alſo plain, they cannot fail of underſtanding; and moreover, being always 
at hand, and read over often, they will naturally make a deeper Impreſſion upon 
their Minds, than Inſtructions and Admonitions, either from the Pulpit, or by 
Word of Mouth. 

IT was with this View, that ſeveral Biſhops, Clergymen, and other ſerious 
Perſons among the Laity, did long ſince form themſelves into a Society, for 
printing and diſperſing ſuch practical TraQts in great Numbers, And for the 
diſperſing them more effectually, they have from time to time admitted, and 
continue to admit, ſeveral Perſons in all Parts of the Kingdom, whom they 
call CoRREsPONDING MEMBERS; and who are intitled to have a Supply of 
them, to be diſpoſed of among ſuch of the neighbouring Clergy or Laity as defire 
them; the Bound Books, mentioned in their Catalogue, at the prime Coſt in 
Quires, the Society being at the Charge of Binding; and the Stitch'd Books, 
at one half of what is ſet down as the prime Coſt of each; the other half of the 
Charge being born by the ſtanding Subſcriptions of the Members of the So- 
ciety, and by other occaſional Benefactions. And the Privilege of ſending for 
and receiving thoſe Books and ſmall Tracts, on the Terms before mentioned, 
is common to all the CoRREsPoONDING MEMBERS, as ſuch, whether they be 
SUBSCRIBERS or not; on Account of the Trouble they are content to take in 
anſwering the great Ends of the Society, by conveying their 'T rats into many 
Hands, and on the ſame eaſy Terms; without any Advantage to themſelves, 
beſides the Pleaſure of doing Good, : | 

THis Society has ſubſiſted many Years, under the Name of The Society for 
promoting Chriſtian Knowledge. And as, by their Endeavours in that Way, 
great Good has been already done to Religion, ſo much more would probably 
be done, if the Deſign, and their Methods of carrying it on, were more gene- 
rally underſtood and attended to. And becauſe ſome of the Clergy may not 
know that there is ſuch a Society, and many others may be unacquainted with 
the true End and Manner of it ; I deſire that thoſe in your Neighbourhood may 


have this Account of it communicated to them, as you have Opportunity. At the 


ſame time it is left to every one's Judgment, how far he has Occaſion within 
his own Cure for ſuch Aſſiſtances as theſe, to co-operate with his own Pa- 
ſtoral Labours. 15 

I Au not without Hope, that when this Method of doing Service to Religion

XN HE Society, ſince the laſt Accounts which they 
T & communicated to the Publick, have received ſe- 

5 veral Letters from their Miſſionaries in India, 
N the Subſtance of which is as follows. 


The Reverend Meſſieurs Fabricius and Breithaupt, in a Madras. 


Letter dated 14 Jan. 1774, and containing the State of their 
Miſſion for the preceding Year, acquaint the Soc1ETY that, 
having through the Bleſſing of Providence enjoyed tolerable 
Health and Strength, and the Country having been pre- 

N ſerved 


ſerved in Peace and Tranquillity, they had uninterruptedly 
continued to diſcharge the ſeveral Duties of their Miſſion, 
preaching to their Congregations and adminiſtering the holy 
Sacrament, catechizing and preparing the Catechumens for 
Baptiſm, inſtructing the Children in the Schools, viſiting 
the Sick, miniſtering to the Neceſſities of the Poor, recon- 
ciling ſuch as were at Variance, reproving the Diſorderly, 
and admoniſhing thoſe who, were in Error, at the ſame Time 
holding weekly, and often daily Diſcourſes with the Hea- 
thens. | 
As for particular Circumſtances they mention that in 
the Courſe of the Year two of their Fellow-Labourers from 
among the Natives had departed this Life. The firſt was 
one Benjamin Leander, (who had latterly taken the Name 
of Benjamin Fobnſon) their Engliſh and Portugueze School- 
maſter, and Clerk in the Portugueze Congregation. In 
his Youth he had been brought up in the Miſſion Church, 
and was afterwards employed in the above-mentioned Ser- 
vice; in which he conducted himſelf with ſo much Hum- 
bleneſs of Mind, and was ſo uſeful with regard to the Chil- 
dren, that the Miſſionaries, were very, ſorry. to loſe him. 
He lay ck for a long Time, during which his Behaviour, 
which they had frequent Occaſions of obſerving in the 
Viſits they paid;him, was ſuch as tò leave them no Room 
to doubt of the Happineſs of his Death. One Mr Oteck, 
a German, who had once before aſſiſted them, had engaged 
to take upon him the Office of the Deceaſed, and the Miſ- 
ſionaries e glad to accept of his Services, notwith- 
ſtanding his weakly. Conſtitutſon. The other, Aſſiſtant, 
who died Nov, 7, of a Pain in his Breaſt which laſted but 
twenty-four Hours, was the. Tamulian Catechiſt Shawri- 
muttoo, who'had ſerved the Miſſion twenty-eight Years in 
that Capacity. His Province for the moſt part was to over- 
look the. Chriſtians in the Blgck Town and in the Parreian 
Villages, and to perform, Divine Sexyice in the Evening to 
che Chriſtian Families enen iR 
In the ed of Febtuaiy the Miſſionaries had a very 
agreeable Viſit from Mr Gerzcks, whom they had byes 
een 
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ſeen before: And, as not long after his Arrival Mr Fabri- 
cius was requeſted to prepare ſome German Deſerters for 
Death, (though at the ſame time Notice was given that 
only one, on whom the Lot ſhould fall, was to be executed) 
Mr Gericke offered to lend his Aſſiſtance. Three Days were 
allotted for this Purpoſe, in which Time Mr Fabricius and 
Mr Gericke performed, partly together, and partly by 
Turns, the Office of preaching to them Repentance and 
Reconciliation with Gop through Jesvs CHRIST. There 
were four of them, but one was a Roman Catholick : The 
three Proteſtants (particularly two of them) ſhowed Marks 
of real Repentance, and on the laſt Morning received the 
| Sacrament of the Loxp's Supper, after which Mr Fabri- 
cius and Mr Gericks accompanied them to the Place of 

Execution, where the Lot fell on one of thoſe three, 
As, Mr Fabricius found it neceſſary to take a Journey to 
FVelore, want was ſo kind as to ſtay at Wepery till his 
Return. The Occaſion of this Journey was the Catechiſt 
Taſanaik's having prepared ſeveral Perſons for Baptiſm, and 
ſome others of the Romiſh Perſuaſion for Admiſſion. into 
the Proteſtant, Communion 3 which being a ſmall Beginning 
of a Flock in that Place was thought to deſerve the greater 
Care and Attention. Accordingly on the 8 of March 
Mr Fabricius ſet. out, and Mr Gericks accompanied him 
half a. Day's. Journey, as far as Poonamaley, where they 
went firſt, into the Engliſo Fort, and viſited a ſiek Soldier; 
and afterwards proceeded to Poonamaley-Pettab, where, in 
the Market-Street, they delivered a Summary of the Chriſ- 
tian Doctrine to the Heathens, who came about them, and 
read, ta them likewiſe; the Letter to the Inhabilants of that 
- Country, printed at Madras.: In the Afternoon Mr Gericke- 
went back to-Hepery, and Mr Fabricius continued his Jour- 
ney, (preaching ſeveral: times to the Heathens on the Road, 
as he did; likewiſe on his Return) and, arriving at Velore on 
the fourth Day, got a Lodging in the vacant Apartments of 
ane of the Officers. Here he found reaſon to rejoice nat 
Ny ee ee ne Fb e 
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Catechiſt, but likewiſe at meeting with a Number of pious 
Engliſh Soldiers, who aſſociated together for the Purpoſe of 
editying each other by the Word of Gop and Prayer, ſome 
of whom had enjoyed the good Inſtrpctions of Mr Swartz 
at Tirutſchinapally, He found alſo at Yelore two of thoſe 
who had eſcaped Death the preceding Month, and had been 
ſent there after the Execution of their Comrade, viz. one 
of the Proteſtant Soldiers, and the Roman Catholick, the 
latter of whom lay ſick in the Hoſpital of the Fright which 
had ſeized him on the Occaſion; and they both promiſed 
him to lead their Life from that Time in the Fear of Gop. 
Here too he had an Interview with a Braminee, who while 
Pondicherry flouriſhed had been a Popiſh Catechiſt, and had 
ſince lived with his Family up the Country. This Perſon, 
in a Converſation he had had ſome Time befote with Taſa- 
atk, had expreſt a Deſire of being further informed con- 
cerning the Proteſtant Religion, of the Truth of which he 
began to have ſome Suſpicion, and had therefore begged 
the Catechiſt to ſend him Notice of Mr Fabricius's Arrival 
at Velore. Accordingly he came thither, accompanied by 
another Man of the Romiſb Communion, and received a 
further Account of the Difference between their Perſuafion 
and ours. He mentioned that he had ſeveral Children not 
yet baptized, lamented the great Diſtance between his Reſi- 
dence and Madras, but promiſed he would come and pay 
the Miſſionaries a Viſit at Fepery, which he had accordingly 
done ſome Months after, and had ſtaid with them near eight 
Days, in which Time one of their People converſed with 
him in the Varuga Language, which the Braminee under- 
ſtood better than the Tamulian. He had not however come 
to any Determination about embracing the Proteſtant Com- 
munion, On the 12" and 13* of March Mr Fabricius 
examined the Catechumens : On the 14", being Sunday, 
he read Prayers and preached before the Engliſh Garriſon, 
buried a Soldier and a Child, adminiſtered the Sacrament to 
ſeventeen Engliſh Soldiers, who formed the religious Society 
mentioned above; and in the Afternoon preached to the 
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Catechumens and a few Chriſtians. On the 15 he chriſ- 
tened the Catechumens, which, including one who had dur- 
ing his Sickneſs been privately baptized by the Catechiſt, were 
nine in Number, and the ſame Day held: a Prepatation-for. 
the Loxb's Supper with ſome Germans belonging to the Gar- 
riſon, who in the Year 1772 had been obliged, on account. 
of a Famine in Germany, to leave their Handy-Crafts, and 
go to India in the Capacity of Soldiers. Four Tamulian 
Chriſtians alſo were prepared for receiving the Communion; 
and the next Day it was adminiſtered firſt to the Germans, 
and afterwards to them, among whom was one who had 
been a Papiſt, but who, having been properly inſtructed, 
was received at the ſame Time as a Member of the Pro- 
teſtant Church. Mr Fabricius during his Stay at Velore 
chriſtened likewiſe five Children, and married five Couple: 
after which, leaving that Place on the 17, he arrived ſafely. 

at Wepery on the 200. Ei 5531-10 230m 
Though the above-mentioned Tamulian Chriſtians, were 
as yet few in Number, it had been a great Concern to the 
Miſſionaries to have a proper Place at Velore for the Cate- 
chiſt to perform Divine Service with them: Becauſe, though 
the Commanding Officer had kindly promiſed Mr Fabri- 
cius, when he was there in 1772, that the Catechiſt ſnould 
always have the vacant Quarters of one of the abſent Officers 
aſſigned him for that Purpoſe, this had been continually. 
attended with; Inconvenlences. Their Concern however 
was, by Go p's Help, removed in the following Manner. 
Among the pious Enghſb Soldiers mentioned above there 
was one Peter Francis, a Perſon well- grounded in the 
Knowledge of Chriſtianity, and who directed the private re- 
ligious Exerciſes of his Companions.. Theſe good People, 
obſerving with Compaſſion the many Children in the Gar- 
riſon who were growing up in a wild Manner, without the 
leaſt Inſtruction, and without being made uſeful to Society, 
encouraged the ſaid Peter Francis to petition the Commander- 
to be made Schoolmaſter of thoſe Children; and at the ſame 
Time ſeveral of the Soldiers offered to contribute towards 
e . building 
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building a School-Houſe. The Petition was accordingly 
granted, and Peter Francis, ſupported by the Recommenda- 
tion of the Miſſionaries, had been exempted from Duty in 
order to keep School: A convenient Place had likewiſe 
been allotted for building one, and, it being at the ſame 
Time ſtipulated that the Catechiſt ſhould have the Uſe of 
this Building to perform Tamulian Service in, the Miſſiona- 
ries had alſo contributed twenty Pagodas towards it; ſeven- 
teen of which were advanced out of the Miſſion-Caſh, and 
three were given by one Mr Pelling. All the reſt the Sol- 
diers had contributed of their own accord, and, the Building 
having been completed, School had been kept in it, and the 
Tamulian Service performed on certain Days, and at certain 
Hours. 

With regard to their Diſcourſes with the Heathens, theſe 
they had uninterruptedly continued, as one of the chief 
Branches of their Miniſtry ; beſides which they had fre- 
quently diſtributed the Letter printed about three or four 
Years ago at Madras, and they do not doubt but it muſt 
leave ſome Impreſſion of the Truths ſet forth in it, if it falls 
into the Hands of ſuch as read it with Soberneſs of Mind. 
Of this they had an Inſtance on the 19 of February, when 
a Heathen called at Mr Breithaupi's Apartment, who 
mentioned their having converſed together a Year be- 
fore, when the Letter in Queſtion had been given him. 
As this Man ſtayed with Mr Breitbaupt from nine o'Clock 
to twelve, he and Mr Gericke (who was then at Madras) 
laid before him a Summary of the Chriſtian Religion, to- 
gether with the Contents of a ſmall Treatiſe printed at 
Tranquebar. At length he deſired to be informed what it 
would coſt him to embrace Chriſtianity, and, on being told 
that it would be attended with no Expence, he further aſked 
them how they managed with reſpect to ſuch as were diſ- 
carded by their Heathen Relations: ** Becauſe,” ſaid he, 
«© I have given the Letter to others alſo, and they have 
« deſired me to come to you, and make this —_— "a 
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Upon this they read to him Mat, v. 10—12, and vi. 24 
— 34, and endeavoured to ſtir him up to Truſt and Confi- 
dence in Goo. dl | 

The Acceſſion which had been made in the Courſe of the 
Year to the Tamulian and Portugueze Congregations at 
Madras and Velore, conſiſting partly of Heathens who had 
been baptized, and partly of ſuch as had been received from 
the Romiſh into the Proteſtant Communion, was eighty- 
four; beſides which one Mohammedan, a Slave to an 
Engliſh Gentleman, had been likewiſe admitted into the 
Chriſtian Church by Baptiſm, and twenty-two Children 
had been born and chriſtened in both the Congregations : 
So that the whole Increaſe had amounted to one hundred 
and ſeven Souls. Fourteen Couple had been married, 
and fifty-two Perſons had departed this Life, many of whom 
(whoſe particular Circumſtances they omit relating for the 
Sake of Brevity) had during their Sickneſs been attended 
by the Miſſionaries and their Aſſiſtants, and had been ex- 
horted to a true Humiliation before Gop, and Faith in 
their Redeemer; and ſeveral had at their Deſire received the 
Sacrament of the Lok p's Supper. 

As to the outward Circumſtances of the Tamulian Congre- 
gation at Madras, the Care of it had been rather burdenſome, , 
on account of the great Number of Poor, and the high Price 
of Proviſions in that very populous Place; And yet the 
merciful Providence and Promiſes of Gop had continually 
afforded the Miſſionaries new Grounds to rely on his fur- 
ther Bleſſing and Aſſiſtance. Beſides this conſtant Charge, 
the Rebuilding of a Part of the Miſſion-Houſe, of a Dwel- 
ling for the female Children and their Miſtreſs, and of the 
Dwellings of the Catechiſt and Conicoply, all which were 
grown ſo ruinous that they could no longer be truſted, had 
cauſed the Diſburſements of the Year to exceed the Receipts. 
They conclude with mentioning that, after having happily 
completed the Printing of one thouſand Copies of the New 
Teſtament in the Tamulian (or as it is commonly called by 


the Europeans the Malabar) Tongue, they had undertaken 
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an Edition of the Singing Pſalms in the ſame Language : 
And, in two Letters of ſubſequent Dates, they acknowledge 
the Receipt of the Stores and Preſents ſent in the Years 1773, 
and 1774, and return the Socigry Thanks, as for all Fa- 


vours, ſo particularly for the kind Supply of Printing-Pa- 
per, which, ſay they, is always a very acceptable Article. 


The Reverend Meſſieurs Hutteman and Gericke, in a Let- 
ter dated 29 Dec. 1773, ſet out with acknowledging the 
Goodneſs of Gon, who, notwithſtanding the many and 
great Afflictions wherewith he had viſited them in the Courſe 
of the Year, (Mr Hutteman in particular having loſt his 
Wife on the 224 of September) had preſerved them alive, 
and enabled them by his Grace to perform the Duties of 
their Miſſion without Interruption, They then proceed to 
acquaint the SocitTyY that the Number of their Fellow- 
Labourers from among the Natives had been increaſed by 
the Addition of one Feſadian, a Parreiar. As molt of the 
Heathen Converts are of that Tribe, which is accounted 
the loweſt, a Catechiſt of theirs was indiſpenſably neceſſary. 
What the Apoſtle writes, 1 Cor. i. 26. Ye ſee your Call- 
« ing, Brethren, how that not many wiſe Men after the 
4% Fleſh, not many mighty, not many noble are called,” is 
molt exactly and literally fulfilled in that Country. No- 
thipg can be imagined more proud and ſelf-conceited than 
a Mohammedan or a Heathen, eſpecially if they are of ſome 
Rank and Fortune : And, when addreſt with the Goſpel of 
CHRIsr, it is impoſſible to conceive a Look more ſneering, 
a Behaviour more contemptuous than theirs. The Miſ- 
ſionaries therefore eſteem it a particular Mercy that Goo 
has given them this Jeſadian to be their Aſſiſtant: among 
the Parreiars, and the more, as he has a peculiar Talent of 
addreſſing his Brethren according to their Genius and Dil- 
poſition, and, being of their own Tribe, they will have more 
Confidence in him than in a Stranger, 
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Their Congregation had received the Addition of

Nine Couple had been married, and ten Perſons had died. 
Their Communicants had commonly been between fifty 
and ſixty. Since the Chriſtians in the Country were in- 
creaſed in Number they had been obliged to build a ſmall 
Church at Pollam, four Leagues diftant from Cuddalbrr, 
where the Engliſb have a Factory, and a Perfon conſtantly 
reſident to overlook the Weavers, of which the whole Plate 
conſiſts z and on Sundays, when one of the Miſſionaries or 
the Catechiſt Habacuc cannot attend, Manvel performs Divine 
Service to thoſe who aſſemble from the neighbouring Vil- 
lages. In the Exgliſb School fourteen Children were inſtruct- 
ed, in the Malabar Town-Schodl between thirty and forty, 
at Vandilpaleiam nine, and the ſame Number at Pollan. 

In the Courſe of the Year Mr Gericke had taken ſeveral 
Journies to preach the Goſpel : The Months of Febraary 
and March he had ſpent at Madras, where he was greatly 
edified by the Converſation of his Brethren, and had had fre- 
quent Opportunities in their Company of converſing on re- 
ligious Subjects with Chriſtians and Heathens. Three times 
he had been at Pollam; where in November he dedicated the 
Church to the Service of Gob, and preached a Sermon on 
Col. iii. 16. Let the Word of CRI dwell in you richfy 
« in all Wiſdom.” Habacuc, the eldeſt Catechiſt, had Hke- 
wiſe been ſeveral Times into the Country, and held frequent 
Diſcourſes with the Heathens concerning the Way that lead- 
eth to eternal Salvation. W 
The Socizrv have likewiſe received another Letter from 
Cuddalore dated 22 Sch. 1774, wherein the Miſſionaties ex- 
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preſs their Confidence in the great Author of their Religion, 
from whence they derive Support under the incredible Ob- 
ſtacles which attend the Work they are engaged in, and 
which would drive them utterly to deſpair of Succeſs, did 
they not believe that he had ſufficient, even Divine, Strength 
to animate his Servants, and to carry them through all 
Difficulties. In Him therefore they truſt, aſſured that in 
his good Time he will bring about the Purpoſes of his Pro- 
vidence, and eſtabliſh his Kingdom, notwithſtanding all the 
Oppoſition of Satan. Their Conſolation is that He rewards 
his Servants, not according to their Succeſs, but their Fide- 
lity, and their daily Prayer to Him is to make them more 


and more faithful in the Work of the Loað9 . 

From, the Beginning of the. Year to the Date of their 
Letter fifty-three had been received into the Church by 
Baptiſm, and from among the Roman Catholicks thirty-one 
had embraced the Proteſtant. Faith. If indeed, like the 
Papiſts, they had had an Inclination to boaſt of the Number 
of their Proſelytes, it would not have been difficult to 
have increaſed them to a Thouſand z ſo great had been the 
Famine all over the Country, and ſuch was in general the 
vile and baſe Temper of the Poor in thoſe Parts, that on 
the Proſpect of the leaſt worldly Advantage they would wil- 
lingly, profeſs any thing. But the Miſſionaries were well al- 
ſured the SocteTY would by no means approve ſuch'a Con- 
duct, which, would rather injure than advance the Cauſe of 
our holy Religion. They had therefore inculcated, in Seaſon 
and out of Seaſon, that an outward Profe(Gon, without the 
Life and Spirit of Chriſtianity, is ſo far from being ſerviceable 
to any one that it rather increaſes his Damnation; and had 
inſiſted on the indiſpenſible Neceſſity there is that whoſo- 
ever nameth the Name of CRHRISH ſhould depart from 
« Iniquity;“ and that none are His but thoſe who ** crucify 
<« the Fleſh with its Affections and Luſts.““ At the fame 
Time they were ſenſible that a Church newly planted among 
the Gentiles muſt have a Number of weak and infirm Mem- 
bers; and ſuch they bore with, helping them forward "4 the 
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Spirit of Meekneſs, 8 that they themſelves were ſur- 
rounded with Infirmities. If hee any of their Congre- 
gation were guilty of groſs Immoralities, they warned, ad- 
moniſhed and exhorted them, and, if they ſaw that all their 
Endeavours proved ineffectual, ſeparated ſuch rotten Mem- 
bers from rhe reſt, 

The Miſſionaries write further that the Country had 
been ſorely viſited that Year with ſuch a Scarcity as had not 
been known in the Memory of Man. Rice, which is there 
the Staff of Life, had been ſold at the Rate of four ſmall 
Marakals (a Quantity ſcarce ſufficient to laſt a Perſon in 
Health twenty Days) for a Pagoda, which is more than a 
common Labourer could well earn in a Month. What 
then muſt become of his Wife and Children? Accordingly 
the Country had been a deplorable Scene of Miſery ; Num- 
bers had periſhed for Want, and.it was a mournful Spec- 
tacle to ſee the poor Wretches walking in the Streets like 
Skeletons, 

Mr Hutteman, who (as the SocteTy have the Pleaſure 
to learn) was greatly recovered from that lowneſs of Spirits 
which he had formerly laboured under, returns them Thanks 
for the Medical Tracts on the Diſorders incident to hot 
Climates, as they both do for Dr /Yorthingion's Sermons, 
and the other Books and Stores which the SocitTy ſent 
them laſt Year, and which had all come ſafe to Hand, 

They conclude with mentioning that, by a Ship from 


Bombay, they had received the News of Mr Diemer's Ar- 


rival there on the 2* of Auguſt in good Health, on board of 
the Northumberland, and it was thought that he would 


proceed in the ſame Ship to Bengal towards the End of 
Seplember. 


The Rev. Mr Niernander, in a Letter dated 31 Dec. 1773, 
begins the Account of his Miſſion for that Year by returning 
Thanks to Gob, who, though he had viſited him with a very 
heavy Affliction in taking from him his Wife on the 9 of 
June, after almoſt ſix Months continual Sicknels, bac ſtill, 


in the Midſt of his Trials, been very gracious and merciful 
to

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to him. He then acquaints the Soci gr that the Reverend 
Mr Bento de Souza was at length recovered from his long 
Indiſpoſition. On account of his ill State of Health Mr Kier- 
nander had been under a Neceſſity of recalling the Reverend 
Mr Marcellino Joſeph Ramalbete from Caſſembazar (where 
he had been about three Months) in order to aſſiſt in the 
Portugueze Congregation, He had likewiſe. engaged a 
Malabar Chriſtian from Tranguebar, named Malleiapen, 
(i. e. Peter) as a Portugueze Catechiſt, he being well quali- 
fied for that Office, and of a ſober Chriſtian-like Behaviour, 
and ſuch an Aſſiſtant being further very much wanted, as 
the former one had entered into another Employ, and be- 
ſides was not ſo much to Mr Kiernander's Satisfaction as he 
could wiſh. | 

In the School three Maſters and one Aſſiſtant had conti- 
nued to be employed, and Divine Service had been per- 
formed as uſual in the Engliſh and Portugueze Congrega- 
tions. In the Courſe of the Year fifty-three Perſons had 
been baptized : Of theſe twenty-four were Heathens, viz. 
nine Children and fifteen Adults, including two who were 
Servants to a Dutch Gentleman at Calcapore, and who had 
been inſtructed and baptized by Mr Ramalbete : The reſt 
were Children belonging to the Congregation, except nine 
who were born of Dutch Parents at Chinſura, and one of 
Daniſh Extraction at Frederictnagore. From among the 
Papiſts only two Perſons had been received into the Pro- 
teſtant Church, one of whom, aged thirty-eight, was born 
at Goa, but had for ſome Years reſided at Calcutta. 

The Communicants in the Engliſh Congregation had been 
ſeventy-ſix, and in the Portugueze ninety-one, beſides ſix- 
teen belonging to the Daniſh Settlement at Fredericknagore, 
where, on the ſecond Sunday in Advent, Mr Kiernanger 
preached and adminiſtered the Sacrament, at which Time 
the Reverend Dr Burn, Chaplain to the Honourable Eaſt- 
India Company's Settlement at Bengal, who is very kind in 
leading his Aſſiſtance on preſſing Occaſions, performed the 
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Englih Service to the Congregation at Calcutta; Five Per- 
ſons had died, and there had been eight Marriages withia 
the Year, one of which was performed by Mr Ramalbete 
at Calcapore, and another was his own on the 17 of Auguſt 
with Miſs Elizabeth Delong. In the School the Number of 
Children who had been maintained at the Expence of the 
Town Charity was - - - - - - 20 
Of Out-Scholars who paid for their Schooling = 8 
And of others who had received roar he:

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The late Mrs Kiernander having ſome Time before her 
Sickneſs reſolved to diſpoſe of her Jewels for the Benefit of 
Betb-Tepbillah, (which had been deferred only for want of 
a good Opportunity to ſell them) and having perſiſted in 
the ſame Deſign to the laſt, recommending it to Mr Kier- 
nander to carry it into Execution, he had accordingly parted 
with the Jewels to the beſt Advantage, and with the 
Amount had ſet about Building a School for the Miſſion, 
which was very much wanting. He laid the Foundation 
on the 70 of 7uly, and, as the Socigry have learnt from 
another Letter dated 18 March, 1774, the Children had 
been lodged in it the 14 of that Month. It is built on 
Mr Kiernander's own Ground, cloſe behind the Church, on 
the Eaſt Side, conſiſts of three large Rooms, and will be 
able to contain two hundred and fifty Children, if their 
Numbers ſhould ever be ſo far increaſed, 

With regard to Mrs Mary Hande!'s Legacy, of which 
Mr Kiernander gave an Account in ſome former Letters, it 

had by a Year's Intereſt, due 1 Sept. 1773, accumulated to 
Current Rupees 876. 3. 10. which Sum had again been 
placed out, at 10 per Cent. Intereſt, with the Merchant in 
whoſe Hands the Money was before. Belides this Legacy, a 
Gentleman (one Mr Edward Sutton) then lately deceaſed at 


Calcutta, 
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Calcutta, had left by his Will five hundred Current Rupees 
ro Beth Tepbillab, which, as ſoon as Mr Kiernander received 
them, he propoſed likewiſe to lay out to Advantage on good 
Security. 

As ſeveral Poriugueze Families at Calcutta had ſhown a 
Deſire of reading the Scriptures in their own Language, 
Mr Kiernander had writ to his Brethren at T- anquebar, who 
had plentifully ſupplied him with Bibles, together with ſame 
religious Tracts: And his Brethren at Madras had alſo ſent 
him ſome of thoſe which they have printed; ſo that he had 
been able to furniſh ſuch as had aſked for them, and they, 
without fear of their Prieſts in that Reſpe&, had read them 
in their Houſes. One Man in particu a!, who had been a 
Church- Warden, and a great Support of ths Romiſh Com- 
munion, ſince he began to read the Bible, had abſented him- 
ſelf from their Service, but was (til1| wavering. This too 
was nearly the Caſe with many others; ſome of whom had 
told Mr Kiernander that they could ſee plainly enough many 
Abſurdities and Abuſes in their Religion; they made this 
however their Objection againſt reſolving to turn Proteſtants, 
that they had ſeen Mr Kiernander alone for upwards of fifteen 
Years, nobody having come to aſſiſt and ſucceed him; 
which made them think that, in caſe he ſhould die, they 
ſhould be left quite deſtitute of a Guide. | 

From the Alms which are collected in the Church once 
a Month Relief is given to ſeventeen poor Perſons belong- 
ing to the Portugueze Congregation, who are old, decayed, 
and unable to provide for themſelves, They have each two 
Rupees per Month, and Houſes to live in, Mr Kiernander 
having ſome time ago bought a Piece of Ground for that 
Purpoſe, where Straw- Houſes have. been built for them, and 
where they all live together. He was moved to do this by 
the Inconvenience he found in viſiting and inſtructing them 
betore, when they were ſcattered in different Parts of the 
Town at a great Diſtance from each other, beſides that by 


being all together they can better aſſiſt one another in Caſe 
of Sicknels, |

From the laſt Letter, referred to above, the Socix rv had 
the Pleaſure to learn that Me Bento de Souza and Mr Ra- 
malbete were at the Date of it in tolerable Health. They 
both lived in great Poverty, but contented; and the latter, 
though he received no Salary, was very willing to aſſiſt in the 
Partugueze Congregation. As for Mr Kiernander himſelf, 
he enjoyed at the Time of his writing a perfect State of 
Health, but his Sight grew daily weaker and weaker, ſo that 
he could receive no Beneſit from Spectacles, and could wich 
Difficulty help himſelf by means of a large magnifying Glaſs, 
but was:apprehenſive that that Method would not avail him 
long, but that he ſhould ſoon become uſeleſs, and, when it 


pleaſed Gop to ſend him a Colleague, all the Work would 
fall to his Share alone. 


The Reverend Mr Swartz in a Letter dated 22 Jan. 1774, Tiruthina- 
after returning the SocteTyY Thanks for the ſeveral Marks 24/9. 


of. their Kindneſs towards him, acquaints them that, thro" 
the Mercy of Gop, himſelf and the eight Catechiſts his Aſ- 
ſiſtants had enjoyed throughout the preceding Year Health 
of Body and Vigour of Mind, and had been daily employed 
in-preaching the Goſpel, and trying whether they might be 
ſo happy as to bring ſome of their wandering Fellow-Crea- 
tures into the Way of Truth: And to the Praiſe of Gop 
he could humbly ſay that their feeble Endeavours had not 
been altogether fruitleſs; for, from Oct. 1772 to Dec. 1773, 
one hundred and forty-fix Perſons, partly Heathens, partly 
Papiſts, had been inſtructed at Tiruiſbinapally, both by 
Mr Swariz and the Catechiſts, and their Intention had been 
nat only to train them up in the Knowledge of genuine 
Chriſtianity, but at the ſame Time to make them uſeful 
Members of Society, by inculcating that an idle Chriſtian is 
a Diſgrace to a Congregation, Beſides theſe Labours at 
T:rut/hinapally they had in the Courſe of the Year travelled 

over a great Part of the Country. 
At Wallam, a Fort taken from the King of Tanjour in 
the late War, a neat Church had been built by a Subſcrip- 
| M tion 
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tion ſet on Foot by ſame Gentlemen of the Exgliſb Army, 

who offered themſelves freely, deſiring that ſome Perſon 
might perform Divine Service to them every Sunday. But, 
as at the Time of Mr Swartz's Writing there was no 
Engliſh Garriſon kept in that Fort, the Church was left en- 
tirely to the Uſe of the Malabar People, among whom, 
upon obſerving that they ſhowed ſome willingneſs to be in- 

ſtructed in the Chriſtian Religion, he had himſelf ſtaid two 
Months, and had gathered a Congregation, which in leſs 
than half a Year was encreaſed to eighty Souls. | 

In the Year 1773 he twice viſited Tamour. The King 
had always ſhowed him Kindneſs, and. ſeemed not averſe to 
Chriſtianity ; but his Servants endeavoured to keep him in 
a State of Careleſsneſs and Senſuality, whereby. they pro- 
cured his Ruin; they likewiſe ſtrove to hinder Mr Swartz's 
Preaching ſo freely, though they would fain have drawn 
him into their political Buſineſs, which be declined engaging 
in, telling them that his Office was of a different Nature. 
He gave them however much good Advice, which they had 
ſince confeſſed they were in the Wrong not to comply with. 
Having by this Revolution loſt their Church, Mr Swariæ had 
entreated the Nabob's Son to grant him a convenient Spot 
to build a ſmall one upon, which he accordingly ſolemnly 
promiſed in the Preſence of ſeveral Perſons, and, on a freſh. 
Application to perform this kind Promiſe, he repeated it, but 
added that he could do nothing without his Father's Con- 
currence. Accordingly the old Nabob had been applied 
to, but had not till then granted the Requeſt. 

Mr Swertz had paid his Brethren at Tranguebar two Vi- 
ſits, which had turned to his and their mutual Edification 
and Comfort. They ſupply him willingly with all Kinds 
of Malabar Books printed by them, and whereinſoever he 
needs their Aſſiſtance they are always ready ta do every 
thing that lies jn:their Power. ; 

The greateſt Enemies of the Miſſion are the Jeſuits, who + 
ſtir up the poor Country People ts raiſe Diſturbances z of 
which they had had. that Year a Maa Haraty 
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In a Country Town there appeared a moſt pleaſing Proſpect 
of a plentiful Harveſt, the beſt Part of the Inhabitants hav- 
ing ſhown a willingneſs to be inſtructed. But in MrSwar!/z's 
Abſence the Popith Prieſt threatened his People, - refuſed to 
baptize any Children, or to marry or bury any of his Con- 
gregation, except they would enter into a Covenant to get 
the Proteſtant Miſſionary and his Catechiſts removed: He 
told the Heathens too that if Mr Swartx and his Affiſtants 
gained Ground, their Pagodas would go to Ruin, and their 
Feaſts ceaſe. Upon this the Catechiſts were immediately 
treated very ill, and obliged to quit the Place: And, as any 
Application to the Magiſtrates would onty have encreaſed 
the Evil, they choſe rather to bear it patiently, intreating 
Gop to remedy it in his good Time. | 
The Socigrv have alſo received a Letter dated 23 Sepr, 
1774, wherein Mr Swartz writes that a merciful Gop had 
ſtill preſerved him and his Aſſiſtants. The Eagliſh and Ma- 
labar Schools had been continued, and their Congregations 
had increaſed both at Tiruſſbinapally and in the Country, 
particularly at Wallam, where the Acceſſion had been fo 
conſiderable that they had thought it neceſſary to open a 
School there likewiſe. The Country had in the Courſe of 
the Year ſuffered much by a ſevere Famine, which they had 
conſequently felt with the reſt : They had however at the 
ſame Time experienced the providential Care of their hea- 
venly Father. Among the various Benefirs which God had 
beſtowed on the Miſſion, Mr Swariz thought himſelf bound 
to reckon the late Reverend Mr Thoma;'s generous Bene- 
faction of 2001. which was remitted for the Maintenance 
of the Catechiſts, and which he promiſes ſhall be duly ap- 
plied to that Purpoſe. He concludes with acquainting the 
Socizry that according to Mr Archdeacon Congreve's De- 
fire, and being furniſhed through his repeated 'Kindnels 
with a ſufficient Quantity of Printing-Paper, (the Archdea- . 
con having ſent Mr Swartz ſix Reams for that Purpoſe) he 
intended ſetting about the Book on the Evidences of the 
M2 Chriſtian 
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Chriſtian Religion, (See the Account publiſhed in 1772) 
which he hoped would be a Bleſſing to the Natives, * 


Such are the Accounts which the SocteTy have received 
from their Miſſionaries in India, to each of whom, on ac- 
count of their long and faithful Services, and of the in- 
creaſing Price of Proviſions, they have this Year ſent a Gra- 
tuity of 10. together with an additional Sum of 107. to

The SocitTy have likewiſe received 2 Fine from 
the Reverend the Daniſh Miſſionaries, in the firſt of which, 
dated 4 O. 1773, they write that Gon had ſpared them all 


in Life and tolerable Health. Mr Koblboff in particular had 


experienced his Support through a very variable State of 


Body, and in a Journey which he took in the Month of 


March to Nagapatnam together with Mr Klein, to adminiſter 
the Means of Grace to ſome German People. Mr Leideman 
had alſo been for ſix Months on a Voyage to and from the 
Iſland of Ceylon. They likewiſe acknowledge the Goodneſs 
of Gop in providing for them, their Congregations, and the 
Children in the Schools, through a violent Dearth, which 
had oppreſſed the whole Country. 

In their ſecond Letter, dated 4 Jan. 1774, they write that 
they had at length received News of the Printing Paper's 
being arrived in India, and, as they inform the Society 
that they had been ſorely diſtreſt for want of i it, ten Reams 
have been ſent them this Year over and above the Quantity 
requeſted by them, to be kept in reſerve, that the Preſs may 
not in future be ſtopt by the late Arrival of the Ships. 
From the 5 of Ofober 1772, to the 3 of October 1773 
their Portugueze Town-Congregation had received an Ad- 


dition of eighteen Members, eight of whom had been con- 


verted from Paganiſm: In the Tamulian Town-Church 

eighty Children and forty-one Heathens had been baptized, 

and ſeven Perſons received from the Romiſh Commu— 

nion: And in the Tamulian Country-Church they _

had an Acceſſion of two hundred and fourteen Perſons: 


viz, forty- ſix Children, one hundred and forty-five Hea- 
thens, and twenty-three Converts from Popery. The Num- 
ber of Communicants in all their Congregations had 
amounted to one thouſand five hundred and eighty- five. 
In the P&riugueze Schools there were ſixty- ine Children 
who received Inſtruftion, thirty-ſix of whom were Hkewiſe 
ſupplied with Food and Cloathing: In the Tamulian Town- 
Schools two hundred* and thire-eight Children were in- 
ſtructed, fed, and cloathed ; in a School at Parretar, near the 
Town, twenty Children were taught, and partly maintained 
with a weekly Allowance of Money; and Wirt) Wr were 
educuce.ly the- -Tamukan. Country-Schools. - 1 121 


The Reverend Mr Profeſſor Freylinghauſen has alſo fa- 
voured the SocitTyY with a Letter, dated 3 Dec. 1774, 
wherein he ſets forth his continued *Endeavours;(though till 
then unſucceſsful) to find out a Perſon whom he ut re- 
commend to them as duly qualified to go to India as an 
Aſſiſtant to Mr Swariz. He likewiſe mentions his Inten- 
tion of remitting conſiderable Sums to India for the Service

T a little Diſtance from the Coaſt of Cornwall lie a 
Number of ſmall Aſlands, known: by the general Name 
of SCILLY, the chief of which are St Mary's, Treſco, Breber, 
St Martin's, and St Agnes, Upon the firſt of theſe there 
is a Church, which is ſupplied by a Miniſter who is ap- 
pointed and maintained by the Proprietor of —— Iſlands, 
the Lord Godolphin, and who occaſionally (though not fo 
frequently as he could wiſh, by Reaſon of the Difficulties 
and Dangers attending the Paſſage) viſits the others, where 
there are likewiſe Buildings erected for Publick Worſhip, 
and a Lay man appointed at each Place, with a ſmall Salary, 
to perform Divine Service on Sundays, This, together with 
a School ſet up in St Mary's, and endowed by the late Earl 
of Godolphin, for the Education of twelve poor Children, 
was for many Years all the Proviſion that was made for the 
religious Inſtruction of the Inhabitants, whoſe Number is 
ſuppoſed to amount to fourteen or fifteen Hundred. 
ouched therefore with a Senſe of the ſpiritual Wants 
of theſe poor Iſlanders, and deſirous of contributing in ſome 
meaſure towards their Relief, the Jate Reverend. Mr Richard 
Corbett Hariſhorne, Rector of Broſelynear Bridgenarth, ; Gra 
if Ving:

and the Principles of Religion; and that about eighty are 
at preſent enjoying the Benefit of this uſeful Inſtitution.
